THE 12 SAID IN A JOINT STATEMENT THAT EACH OF THEM WAS FULLY 
INFORMED, AFTER BEING ELECTED TO OFFICE, THAT THE CENTRAL 
INTELLIGENCE AGENCY WAS SUPPLYING FUNDS FOR NSA’ S OVERSEAS PROGRAMS 

THE STATEMENT APPEARED OVER THE NAMES OF THE MEN WHO HEADEO 
NSA IN 1952 AND THE YEARS 1954-64. 

AFTER OUTLINING THE PURPOSES AND SCOPE OF THE ASSOCIATION’S 
OVERSEAS ACTIVITIES, THE 12 YOUNG MEN SAID: 

"WITHOUT SUBSTANTIAL FUNDS, NSA’S INTERNATIONAL PROGRAM WOULD 
HAVE BEEN IMMOBILIZED. YET EACH OF US CONCLUDED THAT, WITHOUT 
QUESTION, WE WOULD HAVE CHOSEN IMMOBILIZATION IF 
AVAILABLE WERE CONDITIONED ON IMPAIRMENT OF THE 
ANY OF NSA’S PRINCIPLES OR PROGRAMS. 

"AND SO THE QUESTION BECAME WHETHER CIA FUNDS ENTAILED ANY 
SUCH CONDITIONS. WE STATE CATEGORICALLY THAT THEY DID NOT. 

"EACH OF US AFTER BEING ELECTED TO OFFICE WAS FULLY INFORMED 
A3 OUT THE CIA RELATIONSHIP. ALLEGATIONS THAT WE WERE ’TRAPPED’ 

OR ’DUPED’ ARE ARRANT NONSENSE. 

"WHILE WE CONSTANTLY SEARCHED FOR ALTERNATIVE SOURCES OF FUNDS, 
THIS RELATIONSHIP WAS THE ONLY REALISTIC AND RESPONSIBLE ALTER- 
NATIVE AVAILABLE TO US AT THAT TIME. EACH OF US AUTHORIZED ITS 
CONTINUATION SUBJECT TO THE CONTROLS AND SAFEGUARDS WHICH WE DEEMED 
NECESSARY TO INSURE THE COMPLETE INDEPENDENCE AND INTEGRITY OF 
NSA. 
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"ONE SUCH SAFEGUARD WAS TO INSIST THAT SENIOR ELECTED OFFICERS 
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POSSIBILITY COULD EXIST. OF BYPASSING THE DULY ELECTED LEADERSH 
OF THE ASSOCIATION, WHICH WOULD REAPPRAISE THE RELATIONSHIP 

ANN EACH OF US MAINTAINED THE UTMOST VIGILANCE AND INDEPENDENCE 
OF JUDGMENT DURING HIS TERM OF OFFICE. ATTEMPTS AT CONTROL 
HAVE BEEN TOLERATED. AMY SUCH ATTEMPTS WOULD HAVE RESULTED 
IMMEDIATE TERMINATION OF THE RELATIONSHIP." 

THE TONE OF THE STATEMENT WAS IN SHARP CONTRAST TO SOME 
STATEMENTS ABOUT THE CIA SUBSIDY MADE BY CURRENT OFFICERS 
NSA. THE LARGEST ORGANIZATION OF COLLEGE STUDENTS. 

SAMUEL BROWN, CHAIRMAN OF NSA’S 10-MEMBER SUPERVISORY BOARD, 

TOLD A NEWS CONFERENCE A WEEK AGO THAT SOME MEMBERS 
TRAPPED INTO SIGNING SECURITY OATHS WITHOUT KNOWING 
THIS WAS TRUE OF STUDENTS HE SAID WERE RECRUITED BY 
FOR IT 

OTHER MEMBERS OF THE ORGANIZATION SAID CIA LAID A TRAP FOR NSA 
WITH MONEY, DRAFT DEFERMENTS AND THE THREAT OF JAIL. 

BROWN PUT THE AMOUNT OF CIA SUBSIDY 10 NSA AT BETWEEN Si MILLION 
AND $2 MILLION OVER A 15- YEAR PERIOD, AND SAID IT WAS CHANNELED 
THROUGH FOUNDATIONS AND INDIVIDUALS.
